Three out of four Provo citizens would like to see the 
controversial Heritage Mountain ski resort appear on a 
city election ballot. 

According to a survey of a random sampling of Provo 
residents conducted Tuesday, Wednesday and Thurs- 
day, by upper division communications students at 
BYU, 73.7 percent of those polled said they felt the 
issue should be on the ballot rather than let the Provo 
City Commission’s decision to allow the development 
stand. . 


Lack information 


The survey also revealed, two out of three Provoans 
didn’t know as much as they would like and said they 
want more information about the Heritage Mountain 
project. 


In addition, 42.8 percent said they favored the pro-. 


ject and 37.0 percent were opposed, while 20.2 percent 
were undecided. 


According to Dr. Ralph D. Barney, professor of com- 
munications at BYU and consultant for the survey, the 
difference between those favoring the project and those 
who are opposed, “is not significantly different, 
statistically, when those who responded in favor of, or 
opposed to, are considered together. Statistically, the 
differences between those two groups could be the 
result of chance occurrence. 

“However, the inclusion of a third category, where 
one-fifth of the sample group is undecided, produces a 
result of statistically significant differences among the 
three groups,” Dr. Barney said. 

“From these figures it may be concluded that the un- 
decided group is the key to general Provo attitudes 
about the Heritage Mountain project,’ he added. 


Local candidates express views 
on results of Heritage survey

In response to the Heritage Mountain survey conduc- 
ted by the Daily Universe, each Provo candidate was 
given the opportunity to comment on the results. 


Candidates for the Provo City Commission seat gave 
the following responses: 

Charles Henson said, “I recognize the desire of the 
people to be heard on this. But, do you put the hotel on 
the ballot, a shopping center, an apartment complex, 
where do we stop? I think you could put this one on the 
ballot without any problems-but what do you with the 
next buyer that comes in?” 

When told about the overwhelming desire for infor- 
mation on the part of city residents, he said, “I want 
more information on it, too.” 

Stanley G. Brown said, “‘As far as I am concerned, 
the contract has been signed. I have been in agreement 
with Heritage Mountain, and as far as I know, there is 
no way it could be on the ballot. 

“T have no objection to it being on the ballot, but if 
_ there are that many uninformed residents, they haven’t 

been reading the newspapers. I am surprised at the per- 
centages that you came up with, of those who are un- 
decided about it. A lot of people aren’t really informed 
and those who have looked into it and studied it are 
kind of fence sitters.” 

Frederick S. Podlesny said, “I’ve felt the issue should 
be balloted. I think a lot of peole feel it’s controversial 
and we can stop the controversy by settling it once and 
for all. I think it’s possible to get it on the ballot 
because they haven’t been printed yet. It could be 
brought in by petition with 1,500 names asking that it 
be on the ballot. It can be done somehow.” 

Anagene Meecham said, “This isn’t a voter’s issue 
because it does not involve taxpayer’s money. It is a 
dead issue as far as the city is concerned. The’only way 
it could possibly be stopped now is through court. 
Basically, the city has already committed itself. The

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only thing the city officials can do is to see that it’s 
finished,” she added. 

Richard P. Valgardson said “‘I believe we ought to see 
if we can put it on the ballot, if there are that many 
people wanting it and I'd like to see it there. But I don’t 
think we can because the taxpayers are not involed — 
the city is not spending money on it.” 

Israel C. Heaton said, ““We have heard too many 
rumors and not enough facts. I don’t have enough facts 
to determine if I am pro or con.” 

Although the candidates for Provo City mayor were 
unavailable for comment on the survey at press time, 
previous comments concerning Heritage Mountain 
have been included. 

Mayor Russell D. Grange said concerning putting the 
Heritage Mountain issue on the November ballot, 
“Where do you draw the line? Is it necessary to put 
every new industry that comes to Provo on a ballot?” 
He said Heritage Mountain is not a ballotable issue 
because the residents of Provo will not pay for it. 
“When we ask for your money, we also ask for your 
vote,” he said. 

Gregory M. Warner said he didn’t see why 
Wilderness Associates don’t want the issue on the 
ballot. “If they’re not willing to have it on the ballot, I 
wonder how much profit motive there is.” He said the 
citizens have a right to say what goes in their com- 
munity. : 

James KE. Ferguson said, ““The decision makers, in- 
cluding the forest service, are willing to let it take 
place. Eventually it could be an environmentally clean 
business, if it is successful. But, I believe it will never 
develop any further than the base site, which will be a 
housing development, with some apartments, and 
recreational facilities. This will not produce much in 
the way of additional revenue for the city.”

The percentages in each case were calculated from 
those who responded with an opinion, from a random 
sample of 587 Provo residents. The sample represents 
all the areas of Provo listed in the 1976 Polk City Direc- 
tory, a directory which lists property and telephone 
numbers according to location in the city. 

From a tax standpoint, two out of three Provoans felt: 
taxes will increase over the next five years as a result of 
the Heritage Mountain project.

When asked, “What effect do you think Heritage 
Mountain will have on taxes in Provo over the next five 
years,” 61.6 percent said taxes would increase. On the 
other hand, 13.1 percent said taxes would lower and 
25.5 percent said taxes would not be affected. 

The survey not only gathered statistics, but it also 
asked for an opinion of how Heritage Mountain would 
affect Provo. 

The responses were varied and candid, here are a few 
of them: 

“It would help, you bet your life,” Byron Pullem 
said. “It would give Provo a little kick.” 

William A. Beazer said he has lived in Provo for 35 
years, during which he has served on the city planning 
board and worked in an engineering capacity. He said, 
“It won’t help us one bit but will detract from the 
livability of Provo,” he said.“‘It will put us into a bigger 
league with people not of our choosing.” 

According to Mrs. Allen Simon, the Heritage Moun- 
tain project will be “the best darn thing they can do for 
the town. For the economy, it would be fantastic. 

“This town needs something to wake it up,” she ad- 
ded. “Provo is stagnant.” 

Although favoring the project, Mrs. Richard L. 
Smith said, “It would be bad to bring in outsiders. 
Provo may have to learn to grow up.” 

“Tt will be a menace,” Mrs. Orson Miner said, “I’m 
definitely opposed to it.” 

Many people were concerned about the business at- 
mosphere presently in Provo. 

Mrs. Stephen W. Thomas said, “Provo has lost a lot 
to Orem, and Heritage Mountain will generate new 
blood and more money.” 

“I think it will bring more business to the area,” Ken 
Wright said, ”°Orem has been taking over business and 
Provo is dying on the vine.” 

John H. Prince said, “It is the only thing I can think 
of that will bring in some outside money.” 

“The way it’s going around here with the Osmond’s 
studio, it’ll do Provo some good to keep up with Orem,” 
Laurie Fisher said.

Seven bodies found in 
wreckage of airplane

The bodies of seven young adults from 
Texas were removed over the weekend 
from the wreckage of their light plane in 
the Oquirrh Mountains, about five miles 
from Cedar Fort, Utah. 

The-single-engine Cherokee was dis- 
covered Friday night by Ronald V. Smith 
of Lehi and his son, Todd, 13, as they 
rode on horseback in West Canyon. All 
aboard were apparently killed on impact, 
according to the Utah Medical Ex- 
aminer. 

Officers at the scene, however, said one 
of the victims in the cockpit was wrapped 
in a blanket, as if he had pulled it up 
around him. 

The plane left Houston, Tex., Sept. 30, 
with a load of young adults headed for 
LDS Conference in Salt Lake City. It 
vanished after refueling in Farmington, 
N.M., and has been the object of a four- 
state air search ever since. 

Sheriff’s deputies at the crash site said 
the gas tanks, although ruptured by the 
impact, were apparently empty and the 
propellor was not turning when the craft 


hit. Officers speculated the pilot was try- 


ing to find a place to make an emergency 
landing, and his plane crashed into a. 
clump of quaking aspen trees. 


Killed were the pilot, Robert But-- 
terworth, 25, Terry Way, 30, Carry Holt, 
98, Jan Williamson, 25, Maxine 
Ferguson, 22, Thomas Hunt, 22, and Bob 
Marsin, late 20’s, all of Houston. 

Officers removed the bodies late Fri- 
day night and carried the victims’ per- 
sonal belongings out Saturday. Among 
these were several sets of Mormon scrip- 
tures and song books. ; 

Federal Aviation Administration in- 
spectors arrived at the scene Saturday 
and began a lengthy investigation into 
the cause of the accident. ~ 

A log book found inside the plane in- 
dicated it had also flown charter flights 
to Hill Cumorah, New York, in late July 
and to a conference in Denton, Tex., 
before the ill-fated trip to Salt Lake City. 

The fuselage of the blue and white air- 
craft was still intact, but the wings had 
been sheered off by the impact. Bodies of 
the victims were found inside the 
wreckage.

Con- 
fused by what had just 
taken place, she consen- 
ted to buy the item. 
Later, after reconsider- 
ing the purchase, she 
checked the cancellation 
clause to find that she 
had 72 hours to cancel. 
But, upon checking the 
contract she found that 
the salesman had filled 
in the date of the tran- 
saction on the cancella- 
tion date. 

She made a call to the 
bank 15 miles away: “I 
want to cancel the check 
I wrote today.” “I’m 
sorry, but we already 
cashed it,’’ came the 
reply. 

Every semester, num- 
bers of stories much like 
this flood into the Prcvo 
police department, the 
Better Business Bureau 
and the State Bureau of 
Consumer Affairs.

- director of the State 


Trade Commission and 
Division of Consumer 
Affairs, said that since 
‘April the office has 


received about 40 com- 
plaints concerning door- 
to-door salesmen from 
the Wasatch Front area. 
The office is fairly new; 
so most people are not 
aware of its existence, 
she said. 


“We do get quite a few 
complaints about door- 
to-door salesmen, but 
not as many as I would 
think, knowing the num- 
ber of salesmen in the 
city,’ said Troy Mott, 
Provo licensing enforce- 
ment officer. 

According to 
authorities, sad_ stories 


such as the example 
given could be avoided 
with a little un- 
derstanding of the law — 
and extra precaution. 


Glenn Olson, Provo 
city recorder, said the 


city ordinance requires 


that each solicitor get a 
license before going from 
door to door. The cost of 
that license is $15 per 
quarter. “We also have 
the police department 
check out the salesman 
and his product to be 
sure he is representing a 
reputable company.” 
“We don’t bother with 
children who go door-to- 
door,’’ Mott said. 


Mott said he believes 
most of the salesmen in 
the city have been licen- 
sed. But one licensed 
Provo salesman said he 
does not believe this. “TI 
would estimate only 
about 10 percent of the 
salesmen going door-to- 
door have a license. 
Most don’t know they’re 
supposed to, or don’t 
care,” he said. 

According to Mott 
there are also a group of 
transient salesmen who 
come from other areas 
and are not required to 
get a license. Dee Brad- 
ford, assistant city attor- 
ney, said members of the 
group must register with 
the police department 
and have their picture 
and fingerprints taken. 


Provo Police Sergeant 


Don Messick, in charge 
of police records, said 
the police department 
gets more complaints 
about this group. than 
any other. “They create 
a problem, because they 
are the high-pressure 
type of salesmen.” 


Consumers responsible 


Mott encouraged peo- 
ple to ask to see the 
saleman’s license. He 
said the responsibility 
lies with the consumer. 
If consumers will call the 
police when they get a 
salesman who is pressing 
them and tell them what 
kind of car the salesman 
was driving and which 
direction he was going, 
the police can pick up 
those that are breaking 
the law.

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Nielsen's injury 
ends BYU career

Sometime in late November, the Downtown Athletic 
Club of New York will be presenting an 18-inch bronze 
trophy to a college football star — probably a halfback 
from the midwest. 


But the coveted Heisman belongs to a 6-5 lanky, boy- 
faced All-American, who won it in room 274 Utah 
Valley Hospital Sunday morning — closing the book on 
a brilliant college career by praising his teammates. 


“BYU will win the remainder of its games. We have a 
close team with a lot of pride, and they aren’t going to 
let a little thing like this stop them,” said Gifford 
Nielsen lying flat on his back after nurses had cleared 
the room. : 


“It takes 11 men to make a team. Marc Wilson will 
fill in an do a great job,” claimed the tired signal caller. 
‘T have a good attitude about the whole thing.” 


Nielsen, who won national honors the first three 
games of the year by the Associated Press, United Press 
International and Sports Illustrated, is not expected to 
play in another BYU game. He was the most celebrated 
college star after four weeks of NCAA play and a leader 
for post season honors as quarterback. 


Approaching the closed door to Nielsen’s hospital 
room was a very difficult thing. Nothing seemed proper 
to say. Being the first visitor of the day and not abiding 
by visiting hours made things even worse. 


Nielsen was groggy, tired, and sore. Nurses had just 
given him a sponge bath and he looked worn out.

Beavers squeak by 
Cougars in thriller

CORVALLIS — BYU lost more than a game here 
Saturday. The Cougars also lost Gifford Nielsen, the 
nation’s leading passer. 

Nielsen suffered torn ligaments during the game, but 
missed only the final four BYU plays of the game. He 
was operated on in Provo Saturday night and will 
probably miss the remainder of the season. 

The Cougars built up a 19-0 advantage before seeing 
it evaporate as the Oregon State Beavers turned a 
second half comeback into a 24-19 victory. 

There were many firsts in the game: 

—Nielsen threw his first interception of the year. 
And before the day was over the OSU secondary had 
snagged three Nielsen aerials, returning two for crucial 
scores... 

—It was the first time BYU had trailed in a game 
this year. 

—Jt was the first loss in four outings for the Cougars. 
And with the loss will likely go BYU’s No. 12 national 
ranking. It for sure ended BYU’s hopes for an unbeaten 
season. 


Nielsen pressured 
Apparently bothered by the injury much of the 


~ game, Nielsen did not have his usual day, but despite 


the problems he still connected on 22 passes in 48 at- 
tempts for 255 yards and three touchdowns. 


The BYU offensive line had difficulty keeping the 


blitzing Beavers away from Nielsen. He was sacked five 


times during the game and often had to scramble and 
hurry his passes under heavy pressure from OSU defen- 
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ders. The OSU defense completely dominated the 
second half of play, relying heavily on the brillant play 
of the OSU secondary, which consistently batted 
passes away from BYU receivers. The secondary helped 
cause and then capitalized on the errors which proved 
fatal for the Cougars. 

The loss drops BYU to 3-1 for the year while the win 
lifted OSU to a 2-3 seasonal mark. 

Statistically, BYU came out slightly ahead. The 
Cougars collected 21 first downs to 14 for OSU and rang 
up 329 total yeards to the Beavers 218. But BYU gave 
up a fumble and the three interceptions which halted 
two BYU scoring threats and resulted in two Beaver 
scores. 


Comeback by OSU 


After a strong comeback in the third quarter which 
saw the Beavers pull to within two points of BYU, OSU 
wrapped up the victory in the final period when Gene 
Dales grabbed off the third interception of the day at 
the Beaver 21 and ripped the 79 yards to pay dirt with 
13:03 left in the game. Kieron Walford added the PAT 
to give the Beavers a 24-19 advantage, their first lead of 
the game. ; 

The OSU defense then rose to the occasion to shut off 
BYU’s final serious effort at salvaging the game. The 
Beavers foiled the Cougars on four consecutive pass at- 
tempts after BYU had gained a first and goal at the 


_ OSU 10-yard line with 5:34 left in the game. Two of the 


four Nielsen tosses were off the mark and the other two 
were deftly tipped away from Mike Chronister by 
OSU’s Kerry Justin in the end zone. 


Momentum shifts 


After carrying the advantage through the opening 
minutes of the third quarter, BYU suddenly lost the 
momentum and the Beavers took control of the game. 

Holding a 13-0 lead, John Neal handled the opening 
kickoff of the second half and raced 72 yards dodging 
OSU taeklers before going down on the Beaver 24. On 
the first play from scrimmage, Nielsen found 
Chronister open in the end zone for the score to run 
BYU’s lead to 19-0. —

Following the Cougars’ score, quarterback John Nor- 
man guided the Beavers 57 yards in five plays, three of 
them passes, for their first score of the day. Norman 
tossed a 40-yard scoring strike to Dwayne Hall to cap 
the drive. Walford added the point after to whittle 
BYU’s lead to 19-7 with 12:34 remaining in the third 
stanza. It was just the beginning for the Beavers. 

OSU narrowed the gap even further with 7:16 left in 
the period when Kent Howe niftily cut across the tra- 
jectory of a Nielsen pass, picked it off and danced 32 
yards into the end zone completely unmolested. 

Walford booted a 37-yard field goal with 2:13 left in 
the period to cut the gap down to 19-17. 

Late in the quarter BYU finally got moving again. 
Starting at the BYU 40, Nielsen guided the Cougars to 
the OSU seven in nine plays before the drive stalled. 
On a fourth down and inches to go, Nielsen tried a 
sneak through the middle but fell a mere inch short of 
the mark needed to keep the drive alive. 


BYU builds lead 


The first half, however, was dominated by the 
Cougars as they drew first blood and then forged to a 
13-0 halftime lead. 

With 13:26 left in the opening period, Nielsen found 
Roger Gourley all alone down the sideline for an 18- 
yard scoring strike. The pass play capped a 37-yard, 
four-play drive set up when Ron Velasco stepped in 
front of a stray Norman pass. Dev Duke’s point after 
made the score 7-0 for BYU. : 

BYU threatened to score again midway through the 
first quarter, but was foiled by a fumble. With a first 
and 10 on the OSU 27, Nielsen tossed to John Van- 
DerWouden at the 20. VanDerWouden gathered the 
ball in, but immediately took a jarring tackle and 
coughed up the ball, which Russ Harris recovered for 
OSU to'end the BYU threat.
